Born on 
March 30th, 1892 on the fam- 
ily farm in Eveline Township, 
Charlevoix County, Michi- 
gan, Kamradt walked toa 
one-room schoolhouse in Ad- 
vance, Michigan, which was 
about a mile and a half east 
of the Kamradt farm and 
only attended school through 
the sixth grade. When 18 
years old he became a hired 
farm hand at the Charlevoix 
County operated poor farm 
and when he was 20 or 21 
years old he took employ- 
ment with the East Jordan 
Lumber Company becoming 
are-sawyer in Mill B. On 
July 14th, 1915 Kamradt en- 
listed in the Michigan Na- 
tional Guard at Company 
Rendezvous, East Jordan, 
Michigan and took the oath 
on June 3rd, 1916. Kamradt 
was promoted to Sergeant in 
Headquarters Company I, 
125th Infantry Regiment of 
the 32nd Division. His unit 
was called to serve in El 
Paso, Texas during the Pan- 
cho Villa uprising in 1915, 
and later his unit was sta- 
tioned in Waco, Texas for fur- 
ther training before 
returning to Michigan where 
the unit was assigned to 
guard the railroad tunnel 
connecting Port Huron, 
Michigan and Sarnia, On- 
tario, Canada. From Port 
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side national recording 
artists including Tim Mc- 
Graw, Dierks Bentley, Cas- 
sadee Pope, Raelynn and 
Adam Sanders.

On Dec. 12th, 1918, 
one month after the 
Armistice ending WW I was 
signed, Kamradt received an 
Honorable Discharge. Re- 
turning home to East Jordan, 
and his job in the saw mill, 
on May 2nd, 1922 Kamradt 
married Martha Lorraine in 
Chicago, IIl., as she was re- 
turning home from a visit 
with her maternal grand- 
mother and sister in Palo 
Alto, Cal., and they returned 
to East Jordan where they 
spent the remainder of their 
lives. The sawmills closed in 
East Jordan in 1928 and Kam- 
radt worked for Motor Wheel 
in Lansing, Michigan for 
about a year and was able to 
buy a 1930 Model A Ford 
truck and worked with the 
truck for the Charlevoix

after passersby and staff 
reported seeing flames and 
smoke coming from the 
rear of the restaurant.

The Kaiser Family Foundation re- 
ported in December 2016 that 47% of 


Americans do not want ACA re- 
pealed and 28% do not want repeal 
without replacement. Thus, 75% of 


Americans want affordable care—so 
fix it! Keep what is working. Twenty 


million more Americans now have 
health insurance. As of January 
2017, thirty two states including 
Michigan implemented ACA Medi- 
caid expansion where federal 


monies were provided to cover more 


low-income uninsured individuals. 
A University of Michigan study, 
found that the Michigan Medicaid 
Plan expansion created 30,000 jobs 


and increased revenues to hospitals, 


physicians, decreased uncompen- 
sated care and generated savings in 
behavioral health, etc. Approxi- 
mately fifty-two million adults 
under 65 with preexisting condi- 
tions are now insured with no an- 
nual or lifetime limits on coverage.
